POLITICAL batteries are being 
wheeled into position for the fall 
initiative and referendum cam- 
paigns— and from current indi- 
cations, California will have at 
least three red hot fights over 
ballot proposals in addition to 
the big gubernatorial battle which 
is already forming. 


The three major issues, which 


.promise to provoke a deafening 


barrage of political controversy, 
are: 

1.—The labor-backed initiative 
to reapportion representation in 
the State Senate on a population 
basis, which would have the prac- 
tical effect of virtually disen- 
franchising rural California. 


2.—A warmec-over version of 
the Ham and Eggs pension scheme 
which was defeated in the 1938 
and 1939 elections. 

3.—Labor’s referendum against 
the anti-Hot Caro bill, which was 
enacted by the State Legislature 
in an attempt to outlaw second- 
ary boycotts during the war 
emergency. 

Signiicantly, Organized Labor, 
now on the defensive, due to pub- 
Jic reaction against strikes and 
labor tieups during the war pro- 
duction period, is taking the of- 
tensive in each of the three ma- 
jor Pallot proposals. 

The projected initiative to re- 
apportion the State Senate on a 
population basis was conceived 
joy the State Federation of Labor 
and the campaign for it is fin- 
anced by labor. Under the pres- 
ent system of legislative appor- 
tionment, which labor hopes to 
knock out, the Assembly is elec- 
ted on a population basis, and is 
urban-controlled, while the Sen- 
ate is chosen on a territorial bas- 
is, and is controlled by the small- 
er counties. Labor, _ feeling that 
its strength is concentrated in the 
large cities, wants urban-control 
of both legislative houses. 

Labor, likewise, initiated and 
financed the referendum against 
the anti-Hot Cargo bill, forcing 
the bill to a vote of the people 
after the Legislature had enacted 
it over Governor Olson’s veto.

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Schools Purchase 
Telebinocular Machine 


Pansy Jewett Abbott, County Su- 
perintendent of School, has recently 
purchased two Telebinocular ma- 
chines to be used to “screen out” 
children of the elementary schools 
who have defective eyesight. These 
machines will be used by teachers 
and nurses of her department in 
preliminary individual visual tests 
of 3,000 pupils. Children who fall 
down in the test will be retested. 
Where results are not passable, ac- 
cording to the Telebinocular tests, 
parents will be informed and recom- 
mendations made for medical ad- 
vice. 

For the past 10 years much em- 
phasis has been placed on special 
instruction for the hard of hearing. 
Miss Abbott employs a specialist to 
check the hearing of all children, 
from the kindergarten through the 
Junior College, and, were advis- 
able, instruction in lip reading is 
| provided. In all, there are 22 classes 
now being conducted by a teacher 
trained in that special field. 

The purchase of the Telebinocu- 
lar machines is an initiation of a 
drive to make remedial adjustments 
for all children who are handicap- 
ped by defective vision. 

This is another service added to 
the excellent program, already out- 
standing in California, for handi- 
capped pupils of San Mateo County.

New Towns Rise 


In Rural Britain | 


| Model Centers Will House 


Hundreds of Thousands 
Of War Workers. 


LONDON.—Details of the steps 
taken in Great Britain to meet the 
housing emergency brought about 
by Nazi air raids and nation-wide 
armament production show that the 
construction is on a vast scale. 

Six permanent model towns, built 
to plans designed by architects, 
have already risen on what were 
green fields and another 94 are near- 
ing completion. 

The ministry of supply, faced 
with the necessity of finding living 
accommodation for hundreds of 
thousands of war-factory workers in 
rural areas where there were only 
smal] villages with tiny cottages, 
made plans to create these new cen- 
ters. 

Unlike the sordid shanty towns of 
the last war, these, says a descrip- 
tion of them in the London Sunday 
Express, will stand and expand after 
this war, so that men and women 
in jndustry can continue to live in 
beautiful rural surroundings while 
within walking distance of their 
work, 


House 100 Workers. 

Each town has blocks of homes 
built to house 100 workers. The 
blocks are laid out in one-storied U 
formation around a central green, 
where communal buildings stand as 
the center of social life. There are 
hospitals, chapels, hair-dressing 
shops, cafes and theaters. 

Some of the townships are for 
single men and women, who have 
traveled from all corners of the 
kingdom to work in the factories 
tucked away from the sinister at- 
tacks of the enemy. Others have 
large blocks of two-storied houses | 
built for married couples. 

To make home life easier, the 
towns are being run on hostel lines. 
This is purely a war-time measure, 
and when peace comes and workers 
settle down to normal ways of life 
the hostel arrangements may be 
ended if the workers wish. 

Each block has six bathrooms— 
the baths are shining pale green | 
porcelain. There is a laundry with | 
fitted sinks, ironing boards and elec- 
tric irons. Drying rooms for airing 
clothes and a special room for dry- 
ing wet clothes are included. 

Two large dining rooms seating | 
500 at a time serve three meals a 
day.
